VATICAN CITY — (UP) — 


News has reached 
the 
Vatican 


that the unexpected advance of 
Chinese Communists of 
Sikang 


and Szechwan into the southern 
region of Kansu has created new 
difficulties for the Catholic mis- 
sionaries of that region. 


It was learned that the Mission- 


ary Fathera of tne Divine Word 
were forced to follow the regular 
troops in their retreat to Lanchow 
capital of the province. 


Father Brornkamp, missionary 


at Minchow, fled across the Taoho 
River In an attempt to reach Lan- 
chow and was forced to hide in the 
northern mountains, closely fol- 
lowed by a group of Communists. 
It is hoped he found refuge with 
aome Christian natives who are 
hiding In the caves in the moun- 
tain. 


Prie«t Suffers Hardships 


Father Vogt, who was forced to 


flee from Taochow in view of the 
advance of the Chinese reds, final- 
ly reached Lanchow 
after two 


months of hardships. 


The Missionary 
Fathers 
also 


have reported to the Holy See 
that the 14th division of the Chi- 
nese regular troop* encountered a 
large number of the invading red 
troops near Minchow and attempt- 
ed to check their advance. Two 
z<egiments of the 37th army corps 
were surrounded by bandits and 
slaughtered without mercy. These 
two regiments previously had de- 
feated the same Communists at 
Kwang^i.
